Iv ettacking his line and bave promiges
from members on whom the sepator is
depending, The Hanna men claim two
more accessions today but they will
not give any names ag they did those
of  Hepresentative  Manuel  Friday
night and of Representative Griflith
lust night,

The opposition to Hanna has no bet-
ting yet in ite favor, The bels, rang-
Ing from 20600 to $6,000 for even money
on Hanna's election have remained
posted at the Nell house for-two days
without takers and there are other bets
offered, among them being one of $500
by General Grosvenor on Hanna's elecs
tlon. None of the bets are on the re-
silt of the first or any other btallot
hut all are offered on the final re-
#ult.

THE MILITIA ARRIVES.

The militia and other organizations
are arriving tonlght to take part in
the Inauguration. In the morning pa-
rade there will be a marked absence
of Republican clubs. All the police of
the city and many detectives will be
on hand for both occasions. ‘There
have in addition to the regular author-
Ities been over 100 gergeants-at-arms
appointed for the mass convention in
the afternoon with ex-Chlef of Pollce
Alexis Keeler as chlef sergeant-at
arms Chairman Nash will state the
object of the mass convention, that it
wns cilled on the requests of county
Republican committees, ete., and then
he will Introduce as chalrman of the
mass convention Congressman Walter
Weaver, of Bpringfield, who was
spokesman last week of the Republl-
can delegation that came from Bush-
nell's home to call on the governor
and protest against hig course In the
senatorial contest. A, C. Caine and
John R. Malioy., the Republican cau-
cus candidates, resnectively for clerks
of the senste and the house, will be
the secretaries. All the other Hepubll-
onan caucus nominees who were defeal-
ed by the ten Republican members vot-
Ing with the Democrats on the organ-
Ization of the legislature, are included
in the liat of sergeants-al-arms,

While the resolutions that will be
presented at the mass convention to-
morrow will not differ materinlly from
those heretofore ndopted In the coun-
ties, It is Intimnated that there will be
one appealing to Senator Foraker as
the senlor senstor from Ohlo to declare
himself. There Is no doubt about the
tone of the resolutions on Goverpnor
Bushnell and the bolting Republican
members of the leglslature and In them
¥ one which demands the resignation
of Charles L. Kurtz, as the Ohlo mem-

It was thought that the or-
ganization of the legislature would set-
tle things but it is credited that since
Mason has been made speaker he (»
calling on Hanna and since Griffith has
been sworn In as speaker pro tem, he
has come out publicly for Hannan, Rep-
resentative Joyece, of QGuernsey, who
voted with “the combine” on organi-
zation, has announced positively that
he will support Hanna, His opposition
was  molely againgt  Boxwell for
speaker. Meantime Jones, of Hiark
Rutan, of Carroll, and other Re-
publicans who voted with the Dem-
ocrats last Monday, have since under-
gone such fire from thelr constl-
tuents that they are expected yet to
square themselves by voting for Han-
nn.

CHARGES OF BRIBERY.

While there have been charges and
countercharges of bribery, there was
considerable stir today over the publl-
eation of the following in the Cincin-
nati Commerclal-Tribune and in dif-
ferent forms In other Republican pa-
pere:

While S8enator Hanna and his managers
have been careful to make no improper
use of money in the senatorial contest,
they have all along known thiat the ethics
of the case weres not so strietly ohserved
by the opposition. Therefore when an op-
portunity was aftorded to get inerimin-
ating evidence against the combine, Mr.
Hanna's managers were gulek to .m-
prove it, A trap was sel fur the oppo-
sitlon and worked through one of 1he
members of the combinution who hus
been trying o kel away from Senator
Hanna. Some of the opposition Kept try-
ing to get an audience with this memboer
until 1t was decided to nccommodiate It
Accordingly an Interview was arranged
for In a ceriain room in a certain hotel,
but in advance the precaution had heen
tnken by the member to conceal n stens
ographer In the room who took down ov-
ery word of the Interview, an important
part of which wis an offer of 5,000 canh
made to the member If he would vole
agninst Benator Hannn, Just what use
will be made of the stenogrupher's notes
will be governed by the course of the
antl-Hanna people,

It = stated on good authority that
the ahove case became known to the
“apposition’” soon  after thelr organ
made a sensationnl publieation abnut
the grand jury being called on to in-
vevtigale the action ul several workers
for Hanna. At any mte there has been
nothing sald about the grand jury's
work since last Wednesday, The notes
of the rtoopeted gtenographer have
beer written out and they comprise
several pages of matter which ig in
the possesslon of a very prominent Re-
publican, The two men who are ac-
cused of offering $5,000 are ax well
known in Ohle politice as elither the
senlor or the Jjunlor senator, or the
gaveérnor, One of them holds nn
portant state office and the other has
been an important officlal and leader
in this clty,

“These two prominent workers
against Hanna were not the ones in
the room with the member of the lex-
islature, and his concealed stenograph-
er, but they sent their man to the leg-
islator's room, and when the member
insisted on knowing who authorized the
offer, the names of those two promin-
ent parties were named as authorlzing
the offer of $6,000,

The Democratic steering commities
reported to Mr., Kurtz this atternoon
that they musl Wave assurances from
him that the dissenting Republicans
will hold cat before they can glve him
4 guarantee of the solld Democratie
vote of 65 It 1s sald that the Demo-
cratic steering committee finally gave
Kurtz till Monday midnight to pro-
duce affidavits from al least elght Re-
publican members that they would
The Hanni man-
agers clalm that Mr, Kurtz eannot se-
onire the required number of affidavits
and that the contest will be over Mon-
duy nlght.

WATCHMAN SHOT.

Frank Beckwith, of Middletown,
Murdered by Edward Kimpaon.

Middletown, N. Y., Jan, §.—Frank
Fleclkwith, n watchman in the employ
of the Optario and Western rallroad,
while In the performance of his duties
lagt night about ¥ o'glock, noticed &
man acting suspiciously In the freight
yard near the station, He ran up be-
hind the man and gresved him about
the arms, but the man broke loose and,
immediately drawing a revolver, shot
Beckwith twilce through the lungs,
Beekwith died today, :

The murder was Edward SBimpson, a
tormer Inmate of the Flmira reforma-
now out on parole. He had no
sponer committed the act than he be-
came penitent and told the whole story
to the persons who came up to him ot
the sound of the revolver. Bimpscn
helped to carry the wounded man Lo
his home.

'HAVANA CITY

Four Hundred and Forty Women and
Children Dylng of Huoger Fever.

TERRIBLE NARRATIVE OF SUFFERING

No Food, No Doctors, No Medicines.
Where Is the $100,000 Bianco Said
Wounld He Used to Relieve Dise
tressed=«Pntriots Capture a Picnio
and Send the Women Home,

New York, Jan, 8.—The 8Sun today
publishes the following account of the
sufferings of the victims of Weyler's
brutality:

Huvann, Jan, 8, via Key West.—The |

Bun's correspondent yesterday visited
Los Fosos, in this city, where the poor
concentradog have been huddled since
the days of Weyler, The spectacle of
misery offered by these people is heart-
rending., In the department called the
hospital the correspondent counted 440
women and children dying of fever
coused by hunger. Most of them lay
on the ground because there are only
120 cots. They have no food and no
medicines. There I8 not the least in-
dication that at any time they have re-
ceived medical treatment. One of the
woumen who wis able to spenk was
asked she had been attended by a
doetor. “What for?*' sha answered,
“Can a doctor cure without medicines?*

Bhie was asked, also, what money the
concentrados had recelved from the
Spanish government and answered,
“Not a cent.” The same reply wos
given by several others. What has
become of the $100,000 in silver
General Blanco announced was ready
fo~ the rellef of the starving pacificos?
Other persons may know, but the con-
centrados know nothing about it

In one of the most central streets of
the capital a young woman fell dead
this morning. The cause of her death,
according to the medical certifients,
was starvation, Her baby was clasped
to her breast,

Yosterday afternoon Captain Villegas
of the Spanish army invited many
young wamen of the town of Artemisa,
in this province, and thelr relatives to
take a trip to the Mariel-Majanin tro-
cha. With the strong Spanisgh forces
near there nobody suspected an attack
from the Insurgents, Sixty families ac-
cepted the invitation and went on o
kind of country plenle with the captain,
the gulde Pacz and some Spanish sold-
fers, Near the forts they unexpectadly
met an  insurgent detachment coms-
manded by Lisutenant Vicente Rubl of
the forceg of Colonel Nunez, They were
all made prisoners by the patriots. The
waomen, treated with great courtesy,
wete releassd shortly afterward and
wére sent back to Artemisa with a Cu-
ban escort. But Capialn Villegas, the
gulde and all the other men In the
party were held, This occurred at
Montoto, Today, not having recelved
any more news of the prisoners, the
Spenish authorities telegraphed to
General Blanco, who suggested that
the famlly of Colonel Nunez, who live
in Artemisa, be requested to Intervene
with that leader on behalf of the prias-
oners. 8o three women of the Nunesz
famlily have started for the Insurgent
lines., No word has been heard from
them yet.

EFFECT OF AUTONOMY.

The effect of autonomy s guite con-
trary to that éxpectéd by the Span-
fards., From all the towns men are go-
Ing to join the Insurgents, who, better
provided now with arms and ammuni-
tion, gladly welcome them and give
them piaces in thelr ranks, Dr. Men-
dex, a prominent physician of CGuana-
Juy, and Senor Gonzalez, a druggist of
the same place, are among those who
heve jolned the patriots, The general
Impresgion produced by the new re-
gime among the Cuban praple is that
It Is a sign of the weakness of Spain,

Annexation to the United States is
freely and publicly discussed here even
by the most uncompromising Span-
lardse. Many of them have resolved to
zo to New York and become American
citizens In order to save thelr prop-
erty from conflseation by the Cuban
government when the island Is free.

The news I8 contlrmed that General
Pando has recelved orders to return to
the East,

The Spanish garrison of the Fort of
Canasi, Matanzas, was left ten dayvs
without provisions. Yesterday the gar-
rison abandoned the fort and entered
Matangas city In & starving condition,

General Betancourt, commander of
the Cuban forces in Matanzas province,
yesterday ralded the town of Guana-
bann and secured much booly,

The newspaper El Reconcentrado
printed this morning a savage attack
on  Deputy Fermandez de Castro,
c¢harging him with many orimes coms-
mitted in the time of Weyler, The
deputy has defended himself In a let-
ter addressed 1o the press.

SEMINOLE INDIANS
BURNED AT THE STAKE

Barbarous Punishment Is Inflicted
Upon the Perpetrntors of a Bhock-
ing Crame in Oklnhoma.

THE SITUATION
IN KLONDIKE

State of Affalrs Related by Men Whe
Have Just Come Oul.

PROVISIONS ARE VERY SCARCE

While There Is n Limited Supply of
Food at FPresent, It Is Probable
Thnt Many Will Suffer from Hunger
Beiore Springe«in the Opinlen ol
Miners Who Have Retarned, the
Governmeont Rollef Expedition Was
n Wise Monsure.

Seattle, Wash,, Jan, % —=During this
week upward of 100 men have returned
to Seattle by varlous stamers from the
Klondike gold mines. These men spent
from four montha to three years there,
Most of them had been there less than
a year, their residence dating from the
first discovery of gold on Bonansa and
Eldorado creeks, Thelr experience s
varied, but nearly all have been more
or less successful In securing claims
and In opening them up, The older
Klondikers, with few exceptions, ac-
knowledge they have been driven from
the country through a shortage of pros-
visions and fear of starvation. They
prefer losing thelr winter's work and
handsome spring clean-up to taking
the risks of an Arctle winter and half

Fort 8mith, Ark,, Jan, b—=Justice In

able farmers wife living in Oklahoma.

The cerime was a most revolting one
and the eriminals were punished In a
most revolting manner, Mrs, Simmons
wag nssaulted and murdered. The body
was horribly mutilated.

The entire populace turned out to
hunt down and punish the guilty par-
ties. The trall led the posse to the
house of McGelsey, near Maud, o small
town in the Seminole nation, where
MceGelpey and Simpson were arrested,

After securing thelr prisoners’ the
mob set fire to MoGelsey's house and
barn and did not leave until they saw
nll of his earthly possessions reduced
to ashes, The prisoners were then car-
ried back across the line into Oklahoma
Territory, and near the scene of their
crime they were exeouted by Judge
Lynch's order, in the most horrible
manner that human minds eould de-
vise,

They were burned at the stake. The
Indluns met their fate wi'h the usual
stolelsm of their race. Arter life was
extinet the mob allowed the fires to die
down and then quickly dispersed to
thelr homes,

No gecret was made of the fact that
the Indians had been burned to death,
and this morning thelr bodles, burn«d
beyond recognition were found. a ring
in the ashes of thelr funeral pyre.

Everybody In the vicinity seems to
know that the Indinns were executed
for the murder of Mrs. Simmons, but
the ofMelals appear to be entively lgnor-
ant of the Individuals who composed

| the mob.

Washington, Jan. 8~A committes,
consisting of Willlam E. Dadge, Evers
ett P. Wheeler, and Darwin It. James,
of New York and others, and aceoms
punied by ex-Secretary John W, Fos-
ter, of this clty, had a long Interview
with the president yesterday morning
on  the outrages yperpetrated upon
Christiang in Asintic Turkey, and the
fallure of the porte to pay the indem-
nity demunded by this government for
losses sufferad by lts cltizens at the
hands of Turkish subjecis, The com-
mittes lald before the president the fact
that the educational and religious in-
terests endowed and managed Dby
Americans In Turkey represent a total
valuation of about §7,000,000, and that
Americans, chiefly misstonaries and
thelr familieg, to the number of ahout
=evin bundred persons, have their res-
fdence In the sultan’'s dominions.

The president was asked to make the
porte understand that the United
States government, with all ita
sirength and resources, stood behind
these people, and that thelr rights muast
e respected, actually as well as nom-
Inally. As It ia now, they admitted,
the porte granted a number of conces-
slons as an outward evidence of good
will and respect to our government:
but these, the committee Inslsted, must
be backsd up by such plain preofs of
the pultan's good faith that his sub-
Jects would take thelr cue from him,
ard let Americans live in peace and
enjoy thelr property without molestia-
tlon

Particular stress was laid upon the
foct that in calling for the prompl pun-
fuhiment of offenders aguinst American
rights, the committes was not actuated
by any motive or revenge, but merely
by a des=ire to teach the Turks a whole-
some lesson for the guldance of thelr
conduct in the future.

The president was furnished with the
briefs prepared by Mr., Wheeler on
“The Rights of American Citigens In
Turkey," and "The Duty of the United
Btates to Amerlean Citizens In Tur-
key," and He was reminded that the
Republican national platform of 1806,
on which he was elected, contalned a
puragraph wholly devoted to this sub-
Ject, and which, after expressing the
sympathy and indignation aroused in
Ameriea by the Armenlan massaores,
declared the party's bellel that the
United Stutes should exercise all the
Influence It could properly exert Lo
bring these atrocltles to an end. “In
Turkey, American residents have been
exposed to the gravest dangers, and
Ameriean property destroyed. There
and everywhere American citizens and
American property must be absolutely
protected ut all hazards and at any
cost”

It was the opinlon of some members
of the commitiee that if the Porte could
aot be made to sea 1ts duty in any oth-
er way, it must be done by American
ships and arms

The ¢committee did not feel at lberty,
after the Interview, to repeat what the
president had suid In reply; but It was
intimated from other sources that he
sald that he had chosen the present
minister to Turkey, Dr, Angell, be-
cause he belleved him to be thoroughly
Interested In the subject the committee
had in hand, and a firm and wise diplo-
matist; that measures were now In pro-
gress which, it was belleved, would
bring the issue to a head very soon;
but that in any event, he (the presi-
dent) hield the cause which they rep-
resented In the heartlest sympathy, and
they might safely depend upon him to
see American rights enforced In Tur-
key with the full power of our gov-
ernment,

DEBATE ON THE TREATY

The Flow of Oratory Will
Begin Teday.

Civil Service Debnte in the House of
Representatives Will Doubtless Bo
Concinded on Tuesday Next=« Fow
Enemies of the Law Are Willing to
Yote for Its Repenl==Democrats
Prefer t» Vote forn Repeal Rather
than a Modification That Will Tura
Democrats Dut of Oflice.

Washington, Jan, 9.—Interest in the
senate proceedings for the week cen-
ters In the promised debate of the
treaty for the annexation of Hawall
which will be taken up Monday,

Senator Davis hus given notice that
he will move an executive session of
the sennte for considerstion of the
treaty each day untll the treaty shall
be fnally digposed of. The flrst effort
on Mondoy will be to secure open doors
for the debate. This motlon will be
made by SHepator Pettigrew, of the
opposition, but there |8 no lkellhood
that It will earry.

The prevalling opinlon Is that the
debate will not be prolonged on the
treaty, but theories as to the length of
time very all the way from a week to
a month

The opposition to the trealy assent
that they have no dispogition to pro=
long the discussion owing to thelr con-
fidence in thelr ability to defeat the
treaty. They ¢laim 356 votes in oppo=-
sitlon and state that among these there
will be more than one Republican, Ben-
ator Morrill adheres to his original de«
téermination to oppose the ratification
resolution, and he is preparing a speech
on that slde of the question, ‘The
name of Senator Money, on the Demo-
cratio gide, is added to the list of sup-
porters of the treaty, muking five Dem-
oty who will certhinly favor ann x-
atlon. Bemnntor Butler (Pop.), whose
position has not herstofore been gen-
erally known, today announced hime
gelf as opposed to ratification,

It may be accopted as true that if
the opponents of pnnexation hecome
thoroughly convinced that they can
#ecure the one-third vote necessary to
weecomplish that end they will allow the
vote to comeée without delay, reserving
any dilntory tacties to which they may
be disposed 1o resort for in con-
nection with the consideration of the
Joint resolutlion for annexation, which
would follow the defeat of the treaty,
Thig resolution would require only =
muajority vote, and It s conceded on all
hands that the annexationists have
the necessary majority.

In open session the calendar presents
many subjects that may recéive atten-
tion, Including especially the immigra=
tion and the census bill, the latter af-
fording a basis for speeches upon the
civil service,

Senator Falrbanks has given notiee
of a speech on the Immigration bill on
Tuesduy and Senator Butler will speale
on his resolution providing for the elee-
tlon of federal jJudges by the peopla
some day during the week,

Discussion of the financial gquestion
is also among the probabilities. Senator
Davis I1s expeeted 1o open the Hawallan
debate with a set speech on Monday,
but there Is a possibility that he will
defer his maln argument until later
in the discussion,
